Many 
new members joined the organ- 
ization at this time. 

NFU members are asking 
for a price of 5.75 for all 
industrial milk.

With the pea pack now in 
full swing, Metcalfe Foods of 
Canada, one of Deseronto's 
major industries, is a busy place 
indeed. In fact, this season is 
busier than ever with two addi- 
tional large--scale projects 
under way--the plant expansion” 
program and the waste treat- 
ment program.

These prices, which will be 
reviewed by the board at the end 
of each month inlight of morket 
conditions, are based on the 
average price of 63.8 cents per 
Ib. of cheese established on the 
previous four cheese exchanges 
at Belleville. This 63.8 cents 
is a milk equivalent of $5.14 
per cwt. 

A spokesman for the board 
said the increases apply only 
to milk board prices paid to 
producers.

federal subsidies for industrial 
milk which might either offset 
or otherwise change the increas- 
es announced by the board. 

Also still hanging is the 
possibility that the increase 
might be spread over industrial 
milk designated for the other 
products, such as butter and 
skim milk powder. Should such 
happen, the net increase to 
farmers would more likely be in 
the neighborhood of 30 to 35 
cents, This falls in line with 
recent speculation by area of- 
ficals closelyinvolved with the 
milk business.

This test was conducted during 
the corn pack and resulted ina 
40% reduction in suspended 
solids and 15% reduction in 
B.O.D. 

1970--A detailed study of 
water usage and product hand- 
ling methods is being carried on.. 
Uncontaminated cooling water 
will be segregated and dis- 
charged separately from the 
process water. When final treat- 
ment facilities are installed, this 
will be used to further dilute 
the treated effluent. 

NOTE: It is expected that the 
1971 program will reduce the 
total pollution load by approx- 
imately 20-30%. Actually the 
percentage of reduction has 
already been found to be great~ 
er than expect ed. 

1972-73--Having reduced 
the yolume and strength of the 
waste water to a minimum, 
Metcalfe's will be in a position 
to proceed with the construction 
of a treatment plant that will 
meet OWRC objectives, based 
‘on sensible and factual design 
perimeter. 

1973--Complete treatment 
facility to be in operation prior 

to the 1973 pack. 

At this time, in 1969, when 

the plan was submitted to OWRC 


for their approval, McDannold 
asked the Project Development 
Branch to "see if some reason- 
able basis can be workedfor 
our participation in the Munici- 
pal Scheme.

1971) Council passed the nec- 
essary resolution.

It is obvious that widespread 
behavior of this sort cannot 
occur with which we must al- 
ready live. Young people pur- 
porting to teach their elders gral 
grate a bit harshly on elderly 
nerve-endings, and Exploitive 
Man's productive economy will 
founder if too many of the mem- 
bers of the society become care- 

- ful and critical consumers. And 
certainly, in the short run, if 
the economy founders the 

society that supports it founders: 
if the society fouders, each of 
it members suffers. But in the 
longer view if the productive 
economy--or very much more 
precisely, the grossly over~ 
productive economy--is not 
stopped, vast reaches of this 
planet will give out. And soon. 
In that event we should haveto 
write not that each person suffer 

but rather that great numbers 

perish. a 

To repeat myself, the ways 
of young Ecological Man will 
not be painless: we will encou- 
nter still greater disruption. 

Things, inevitably, will get 

worse before they get better. But 
at least the possibility exists that 
in time they can get better. 


And the more Ecological Man 
can arrange to organize himself,

and to concentrate his efforts, 
the sooner the disruptions will 
end and that better time arrive. 

Organization, however, is 
extremely difficult in the early 
stages of sweeping change. 

A major current obstacle to 
organization is the fact that we 
are in transition. The increase 
in numbers of the alienated, the 
country over, is obvious: what is 
less clear is that despite their 
superficial disparateness they 
have so much in common. Chil- 
dren bored in school, teachers 
frustrated by administrative 
rigidities, parents inflamed by 
ever higher school taxes; college 
students flailing out at “irrele- 
vant" curricula and the draft 
and authoritarian faculties and 
administrations and institutional 
cooperation with the military;

versa. More than either camp 
has begun to know, they are 
each reacting to the same phen- 
omenon, the end of exploitation 
as the one and only mode of 
adaptation of man to his envir- 
onment. Potentially even these 
opposed groups are partners in 
the inescapable need to develop 
a new mode of adaptation. 
Neither group is the other's 
enemy. In fact they share a com- 
man enemy (if indeed “enemy is 
the right word): it is an obsolete 
"status quo ante" that fails 
steadily to satisfy the needs of 
Middle America. 

If the disturbed middle-aged 
of Middle America, and the 
disenfranchised darker-skinned 
minorities, and the unenchanted 
affluent young, were to join 
forces not to destroy the system 
(no need for its destruction: it 
is dying of natural causes), but 
to devise a new mode of adap- 
tation for mankind as a whole. 
within a single human generation 
and by the turn of the next 


for granted as "indispensable 
aspects of the American way ot 
life will go. Unlike obedient 
consumers, critically frugal users 
will not support an over-produc- 
tive economy. Unnecessary 
products and services will go 
un-bought, factories will lie 
idle and rusting, unemployment 
will threaten to 


engulf the nation. The conse- 
quent loss of federal revenue 

and the unwillingness of vast 
numbers of people to conform 


to the outmoded ways of Exploi- | 


tive Man, will force abondon- 
ment of an essentially evange- 
lical foreign policy and the 
machinery that provides its 
muscle. The government, still 
| briefly in the hands of Exploi- 
tive Man, will see no choice 

| but to redically alter priorities 
| --it will hope only temporarity 
--to quiet the people. As un- 
necessary productive facilities 
close down, as the inadequate 
distributive system falters even 
further, government on all level 
local to national, will “invent” 
| work and pay workers from 
governmental treasuries first, 
from its printing presses later. 
Precedents developed in the 


century Ecological Man would 
be directing the affairs at least 
of this nation. The youthful 
contingent could contribute its 
idealism, its critical faculties 
and its muscles; the older ones 
could add their wealth of tech- 
nological experience; the dark- 
er-skinned group could add its 
ability to survive in the face of 
adversity. The contribution of 
each group would be essential 
and as each learned from the 
others the coalition would 
become a cohesive polity with 


the strength, the intelligence, 
ond the will to take the reins 
from the hands of vanishing 
Expoloitive Man. 


But only if they make common 


cause. The route to organization 
lies, | believe, in the recogni- 


tion by each group that at root 


they share a rapidly widening 
awareness both of self and of 
setting. People already possess- 
ing the expanded awareness 
characteristic of Ecological Man 
are nost readily visible among 
the young, almost regardless of 
color. Not so fas along the path 
of transition from exploitive 
adaptation to ecological adap- 
tation are the "middle" people: 
middle-class, middle aged, 
middle America. So far their 


awareness of self that logs behind. 


When they come to know them- 
selves well enough to see thot 


they are in fact competent judges 


and agents, capable both of 
critical appraisal and the insti- 
gation of constructive change, 
they too will be Ecological Man. 
And then the coalition will form 
the old mode of adaptation will

But what of the disruption 


that will accompany the change? 
Certainly in America it will be 

sweeping. Once educated youth 
dark-skinned minorities, and the 


"middles" come together in 


New Deal days will be redis- 
covered and utilized--govern-

| similar to the WPA, work camps 
| much like the CCC. Certain of 
the countru's responses during 
World War II will be recalled” 
allocation of raw materials, 
governmental control of dis- 
tribution, rationing of scarce 
necessities, “Victory” gardens. 
And that new device, the 
guaranteed annual income, will 
be quickly seen as a necessity. 


But in the main, during 

the earlier stages of sweeping 
disruption, we will be reminded 
of life during the Great Depre- 
s sion. Millions of people will 
learn to cooperate, to improvise 

| tomake-do. For those whose 
personality structire is that of 
Ecological Man, or close to it, 
the necessary changes will be 
relatively easy to accept. For 
those who remain stubbornly 

| exploitive in attitude they will 
be extremely difficult and, for 
some, lethal. Some Americans 
will die of starvation, and many 
will succumb to the symptoms of 
future shock. But for the others 
it will be a time of challenge 
of excitement of yearned-for 
but previously unexperienced 
"meaning “ and relevance. 
During this phase we will begin 
the revival of our cities and 

the rescue of our land and air 
and water. 


| The one radical difference 

| between the next economic 
depression--whenever it occurs 

| and the last one will be that the 

| next one willnot end. We will 

| not be rescued from it by a glo- 

| bal wor, unless utter insanity is 

| vastly more widespread than | 

| believe it to be. As someone 

| has written, the wor after the 
next world war will be fought 
with spears. Rather, the next 
economic depression will mark 


action, much that we have taken the beginning of the dominance 


of Ecological Man. 
In other words, the disaster 
1 am presaging will be a disaster 
only in the terms of Exploitive 
Man. Ecological Man will see 
it as a personal cataclysm for 
those people unprepared for its 
rigours, but at the same time as 
the beginning of a new and 
potentially much more success- 
ful and enduring mode of adap- 
tation by Man to this turf. It 
will not occur overnight: it very 
probably hes already begun, it 
will likely reach the peck within 
a decade or two. At the moment 
it involves conflict between 
governed and governing, but as 
it progresses more and more of 
Ecological Man's own “kind” 
will be entering the edifice of 
government. Quite soon -- and 
| believe or at least hope, soon 
enough-- the people will be 
governed by leaders of their own 
kind, of their own choosing and 
the conflict between governed ar 
and governing will have passed. 
Then the building of Ecological 
Man's political, economic, and 
social structues will begin.

Poison luy 


Poison ivy and its western 
relative, poison oak, are both 
members of the sumac family 
and are unrelated to the Amer- 
ican ivy. The plants are from 
6 inches to 3 feet in height and 

* are found primarily along fences 
paths and roadways. Often 
hidden by other foliage, they 
abound at lower elevations 
and are never encountered in 
mountainous areas over 6,000 
feet in height. 

Poison ivy leaves grow in 
clusters of three and vary in 
length from 1 to 4 inches. 
Depending on the season, they 
will be a glossy green or red- 
dish brown. Another identifying 
feature of poison ivy is its white

waxy fruit which resembles 
mistletoe. 

A basic rule for outdoors- 
men to remember is that poison 
ivy leaves always occur in 
cluster of three. So be wary of 
triple leaves, no matter what | 
color they are. 

The oak leaf version of 
poison ivy, called "poison oak” 
also has three leaflets with the 
center leaf resembling the leaf « 
of an oak. It usually grows in 
a low shrub. 

The poison sumac, or Rhus 
Vernix, grows indamp, swampy 
areas throughout the United 
States and is particularly abun- 
dant east of the Mississippi. It 
is harder to recognize in that 


a | 


it has seven to thirteen leaflets 
arranged as pairs along a cen- 
tral rib with a single leafet at 
the end. It occurs as a coarse, 
woodish shrub or even a tree, 
but never as a vine. People who 
recognize the identifying 
characteristics of poison ivy 
and have learned to avoid it 
often get tripped up by poison 
sumac, with the same painful 
results. 

An oily sap called urushiol, 
or toxicodendrol, is the sub- 
stance in poison ivy that actua 
Ily produces the irritation. This 
material infests every port of the 
plant--even the roots--and 
althoughit is especially danger- 
ous during the spring and sum- 
mer, it can cause trouble any 
time of year. There are many 
documented cases where fishing 
rods coming in contact with 
poison ivy during the summer 
have been placed in storage’ 
for several months only to infect 
the owners in the dead of winte 
when they were removed for 
inspection or repair. 

Most cases of poison ivy, 
however, come from direct 
contact with the plant or with 
objects or animals which have 
been recently contaminated by 
the oily saps.

The National Farmer Union 
has officially launched a nation- 
wide boycott of Kraft Foods 
Limited. The announcement was 
made by NFU vice president, 
Walter Miller, ata meeting a 
Lucan, attended by officials 
from locals in Western Ontario 
The Lucan meeting, a last ina 
series of similar meetings, unani- 
mously endorsed the recommend- 
ation to boycott Kraft. 

"We have tried all other 
methods to achieve a bargaining 
Position in the dairy industry, " 

“said Mr. Miller. "We have tried 
to talk to government agencies 
ond the dairy corporations. At 
first Kraft wouldn't even return 
our telephone calls. When we 
picketed their plant at Ingle- 
side, the Ontario Milk Marketing 
Board performed the role of strike 
breaker for Kraft. Following the 
picketing action at Ingleside we 
again tried to meet with Kraft, 
but were turned down." 

"There is no way farmers can 
carry on this present situation," 
the vice predent said, "with 
the large multi-national dairy 
corporations establishing the 
price and marketing conditions’ 
and having their position backed 
up by the government controlled 
Milk Marketing Board, the farm-

ers will always come out on tle 
short end. We are determined to 
establish a recognized bargaining 
Position which will result in the 
NFU negotiating price and 
marketing arrangement on behalf 
of farmers. The OMMB can 
continue to perform a brokerge 
function."

It wos a murvellous holiday! Good company, perfect 
weather and a top-rate camping site at the Cape Croker Park 
on Georgian Bay. This campsite, comprising 2500 acres or so, 
has many developed (or shall we say, civilized) campsites 
which offer washrooms, showers, delivery of firewood, os well 
as many rough-camping areas, where the only man-made facil- 
ities ore the "little houses". We chose the latter. 

This camp-site area, developed and maintained by the 
Ojibway Band of the Cape Croker Reserve, is the finest we have 
ever encounteed. Situated on a small bay of Georgian Bay, the 
scenery is delightful, (white dolomite cliffs topped by ever- 
greens on both sides of the bay), fresh clear water and acres 
of woodland in which to wander. 

Our campsite was situated across the bay from the develo- 
ped area, where we had our own private beach, a spring at 
our back door, and a section of the Bruce Trail at one side. We 
felt very close to nature, indeed, and especially at night, 
when the racoons and porcupines raided the food supplies. 
Although we had a tightly closed wooden food box, a clever 

coon succeeded in demolishing half a loaf of bread which he 
pulled out of a 2 inch square hole at the back. One evening, 
on a visit to "the little house", we were surprised to find a 
porcupine was occupying the facility, busily chewing holes in 
the plywood sides. He later came closer fo the tent, and in 

to middle of the night we were awakened by the sound of some- 
thing scraping on metal. We discovered that the creature was 
chewing the tail pipe to get the salt. 

Although we spent most of the week at the camp site, we 
did take one side trip to see some caves just north of our site, 
known as the Barrow Caves. Although not as spectacular as some 
they are neverthe less quite extensive, and the boys found them 
most exciting. 

Most of the time we sat in the sun, swam, hiked along the 
trail or went canoeing. Most relaxing! We all felt rather sad 
to have to come home, as we sat around our last camp fire 
until the wee small hours.
